It was May 30 that they arrived 
at Brest afte r an eventful j o u r ­ 
ney sn Hic Leviathan.

a memorable decoration day for

the Leviathan reached port. Af­ 
ter five days spent at Brest these 
men of the 33d division detrained 
at Oise in on t in the British sector.
